thropic politicians in Great Britain. They raiscd 
such « clamour against him, thot he found it 
hard work indeed. to, gain the countenance 
of ihe Home Gavarnment.’ Sir Jamea stood 
ont for the forma! incorporation of his prin- 
cipality into the British Empire ond would hear 
of nothing less. Gord Palmorston in 1863 offered 
to oftablish a British protectorate over, it, but 
Sis James-turtied a deaf oar to the suggastion. 
In the end, he had to be content with ra- 
ooguition of the sumi-independence of Sarawak. 
Under the rule of the present Rajah, who. hag 
now held siny for'ahout 20 yoars, the country 
how, prospered: ‘ groath trade and revenue, 
“Tha progress mada, gratifying as it is, has baen 
hampored by the ‘scuctiness of the ‘popalation, 
which ineressos but slowly, notwithstandiug the 
induooments held oat t immigrants, The 
native population, mado up.of Dyake, with o 
large ‘adwixture of Malays, are not likely to 
multiply fast, jadging from the'past..
